This ancient Hebe, wo arc told, was 


young and beautiful, and tho monarch not 
only (iranl; and praised tho piilqua, but 
v/fddcd the maiden.

ho cu!s out tho heart mid covers the cavity 
with the sirlo leaves of tho plant, whereni»n 
nil the juice which nature intended for tho 
great stem olr tho ilowor runs into tho iiiusin 
thus :'oi-inn:J. At thu ago of H) years a 
maguey begins tu show signs ot blossoming, 
anil is then capable of producing pulquu. 
During its growth it has boon tin-owing out 
shoots, which aro removed from tl_i) parent 
Klom whi-ii about throe foot high, or after two 
yours' growth. In its flftocnth year thei-o aro 
certain appearances, known only to tho ini'.i- 
alC'l, which indicate that tho control stem, 
or hanipe, wliicii sustains the flower, is about 
to form in'.he center of tho plant.

owner is r.oc watching to cut out tho hen re at 
the proper time tho hamp« shoots spread 
will: thu rapidity of Jack's historic bean- 
stall;, absorbing all tho sap which would 
othcrwi.-e mal:o pulque. 


Tim juicoot' the maguey in'its luifermented 


state is called aqua moil (honoy water). It is 
gatherud from tho central basin (formed as 
above mentioned by cutting into the lioart) 
by a curious process. Into tho er.d of a. long 
gourd a cow's horn is inserted, bored at tho 
point. 
Through thin horn and into tho 


gourd the. juico is sucked by applying tho 
mouth to a holo in tho opposite sido or tho 
gourd. Tho basin yields from four to eight 
quarts a day, according to tho size and 
thrlftiness of tbc plant, for a period of threo 
months: after which it dies and is replaced 
bv a new one, which the provident owner 
has been raising from KhooM. 


'Wishing to wo for ourselves the wholo pro- 


eoss 0? pulque malting, we journeyed to tho 
Plains of Apani not long ago, to visit a 
mag-joy hacienda. TheTluduriUero took us in 
eharpo—tile orllcial who is practical chief of 
both plantation and factory. 
Wo made a 


rather picturesque, caravan as wo sallied foitli 
in pursuit of information. First rode tho 
Thiehiquero, his bronze skin contrasting well 
with his wliito dress, Ills immense sombrero 
H!id leather apron, acd tho implements of his 
profession dangling from his bolt. Betsy nnd 
f followed, mounted on doak03"s so diminu- 
tive that our dresses nearly dragged upon the 
ground; our beauty onhaocod by blue gog- 
gles, which experience has long since taught 
u* the value of wearing on all our expeditions 
in this diifity country. Tho peous brought 
up H»! rear, each driving a donkey laden with 
pig-sldns into which tho aqua miel was to bo 
poured, 


The Tlr.ehiquero tolls me that ho goes peri- 


odically among his vegetable cows, marking 
those which havo reached the period of ef- 
ilorvscoiice, and aro therefore ready for milk- 
ing, by cutting a cross upon tho topmost leaf. 
Threo times a day for threo months each is 
milked—.it ,'i o'clook a. m., at S a. m. and at 
3 p. m., the poorest plant yielding at leant 125 
gallons before if did, 
Wo -went from plant 


to plant, watching tho process of inserting 
tho prourd witb tho cow's horn jwint, and the 
sucking of the syphon, till all tho ''cows" 
,vore exhausted; and then our little caravan 
took up its line of inarch for tho Tenaeal, or 
vat houKC. This is an enormous adobe- uhed, 
with earthen floor kept clean as a man-of-war. 
We ontej-od in solemn procession, each peon 
as ho passed tho threshold removing his som- 
bi'ero and reverently ejaculating Alabo a 
Dios, "I praifo God." 
Onosldoof the build- 


ing is occupied by huge, vats of hides, tho 
hair>' sido outward, called tino-s. In each 
tina was a thick curd of madro (mother) 
pu'.quo, which perfonnixl the office of loavon, 
and whoso very "ancient and fishy snibll" 
outrivaled far-fomod Cologne. 


When tho pig nkins had ft6on carefully 


opened and the aqua miel was ready for 
pouring out, thu Tlaehinpero saized a long 
:talie which is always kept ready for tho 
purpose, and matlo tho sign of tho cross in 
the rotton curds, dovoutly exclaiming, "Avo 
Maria RirisBlnm!"—to which tho Indians 
fervently responded "-A labad Sea Dios y la 
Santlssima Trinidad 1"—"We praisn God and 
the Sacred Trinity!" What1 would happen to 
the pulqufl if any of this pious performance 
worfi nogloctod.1 am unable to state, for 
never within tho memory of tho oldest in- 
habitant has it beon omitted-or curtailed. 
After throe hours of fermentation Ln tbo vats 
the liquor, is drown into barrels to/ the pvJquo 
flhopy, and tho llower-decked booths which 
adoiT. alt tho highways 
and byways of 


Mexico. 


Thu Indians are passionately foncl. of 


pulque, and beyond doubt it is the most 
wholesome Ixjvorage in tho world. It is not 
heavy in its effects, but only serves to inten- 
sify their natural politeness. It is amusing 
to watch how courteous thoy grow while 
handing round the big jar from which all 
drink in turn, taking off thoir ragged hats to 
each other, bowing low, and kissing the 
Iiands of the ladies (?) if any be present, as if 
tb03P were princesses of royal blood.
